The news from South Africa continues 


to be dlsquletlnp to the Brltlshi There Is 
naturally more Interest In the subject In 
this country than c\er before, on ad- 
c<v>nt of the complication with Venezu- 
ela, and tHe effect which the South Afri- 
can matter may have on the so%crnment 
of Great Britain It may bo worth while, 
therefore, to ghe a short summary of the 
situation In the Dark Continent. 


The only way to study tho question Is 


with the help of a. good map That will 
show the extent of tho Transvaal repub- 
lic, and of the British "sphere of In- 
fluence" In South Africa, and tho loca- 
tion of the gold mines at and near Johan- 
nesburg. 


When the Dutch possessions In ex- 


treme South Africa, at tho cape., were 
transferred to the British crown, a great 
man} of the original Dutch colonists 
pulled up stakes, and "trekked1 north- 
ward, to make new settlements, They 
•tuck tog-ether well, and finally there 
..ere enough 6f them to found a South 
African republic In tho region across the 
Vaal river. They Continued In undisturb- 
ed possession of this region for some 
years'. In lii<, however, the British un- 
dertook to annex the republic, and there 
was a war between them and the Boers 
ihe Bieat Victor}1 of the latter at Majuba 
hill convinced the British that conquest 
would be too costly, and a treaty was 
niade In ISSO which guaranteed to the 
Boera autonomy In'their Internal affairs, 
Great Britain, however, reserving the 
right to represent tho Transvaal republic 
la Its diplomatic relations with the out- 
side world. 


Things went rather quietly untH the 


great gold discoveries were made within 
the territory of the republic, at and near 
Johannesburg. British miners and pros- 
pectors rushed Into the new region, and 
tho population of Johannesburg grew to 
be, and remains, almost entirely British 
The gold claims were worked under a 
«}stem of ro} allies, paid by the occu* 
piers to the Transvaal government. The 
Boers retained the government and ad-
